OTTAWA (CP) — The govern- 
Ment signalled its intention 
Thursday of reintroducing legis- 
lation intended to ease the cost 
of drugs through freer importa- 
tion. 

The legislative outline in the 
throne speech read at the open- 
ing of Parliament provided no 
details of the legislation, gener- 
ally expected to follow the 
major lines of a_ bill left—un- 
passed when Parliament was 
dissolved for the June 25 gen- 
éral election. 


Under that. bill, patent laws 
were to be changed to reduce 
protection against imports. ‘This 
Was expected to create more 
competition-among manufactur- 
ers and to lower consumer 
prices. 

Informants have indicated the 
new bill also will provide spe- 
cial assurance of the safety and! 
effectiveness of drug imports. 

The throne speech simply said 
the—government—plans—“‘to—up- 
date food, drug and health legis- 
lation” without saying how this 
is to be done.

Fishing for Answers — 


HERE IS NOT MUCH ARGU- 
ment about the fact that all 
is not. well in the west coast salmon 


industry. Compared with the high- 
ly organized methods of the Soviet 
Union, for example, it appears inef- 
ficient. Too many men on too many 
costly boats are dividing too small 
a total income. The effect has been 
to help drive up the price of salmon, 
making it prohibitive in many homes 
and harder to sell in foreign 
markets. 


Ask the fishermen or others in 
the industry for the solution to the 


problem, however, and agreement 


ends. There is a feeling that meas- 
on the number of boats competing 
for the fish, but implementation of 
restrictions is not a simple matter 
that will please everyone, Neverthe- 
less, Fisheries Minister Davis an- 
nounced last week that the federal 
government is going to take action. 
It was a courageous move by the 
new minister, the first from the west 
coast to hold the portfolio in a num- 
ber of years, because many fisher- 
men will be resentful and the ulti- 
mate effects are incalculable.

— there is always a strong possibility of 
further troubie. = 

Thus, the October 1 celebrations, when 
the current line-up will be revealed, are 
-being _ eagerly _ awaited. Equally, one 
must wait to see what course is adopted 
by the predominantly military regime 
that now exists in China. But if the red- 
hot Cultural Revolutionaries have really 
been defeated, an eventual: reaction will 
be natural toward rather extreme 
pragmatism.

_ That ‘Litter’ on the Beach 
Holds Treasures From Sea

The broad crescent of sand 
which stretched in a pleasing 
curve between two rocky head- 
lands was 
strewn with 
an intriguing 
assortment of 
debris in a 
pattern which 
at first sight 
seemed to be 
haphazard. A 
closer look, 
however, i 
showed that : 
the litter was : 
of two kinds and in two 
strata; the upper wes com- 
posed largely of logs, tossed 
high on the beach by past 
winter storms while between 
the jumbled mass of silvered 
forms and the water itself lay 
a scattering of smaller ma- 
terial left by the most recent 
tides. ; 
Both types of flotsam hold 
interest for the beachcomber 
-but attention is usually cen- 
tred first -on ‘ the freshly 
deposited debris because it 
holtés more promise of newly- 
arrived ‘‘goodiies.”’ 


Most of the material. mark 
ing the level. attained by the 
latest tide is seaweed that has 
heen wrenched fram its moor+ 
ings and carried landward by 
the surf. The largest is kelp 
which form jumbled masses 
of the inter-twined stems in a 
*“plumber’s nightmare” of 
Plastic pipes. 


The swollen bulbs which 
form the plant's floats still 
retain tattered remnants of 
leafy fronds and the muti- 
fingered holdfast on the lower 
4ends of the tapered stems still 
clutch bits of barnacle shell or 
portions of rock to which they 
were formerly attached. 

A myriad of other plant forms 
are here too; palm weed that 
resembles so much the tropi- 
cal tree from which it gets its 
name, ostrich plume, dead 
man’s fingers, sea-lettuce, 

bladder wrack and bits. of 
coralline algae. 


The more fragile ones are 
somewhat battered by their

Baird — said 
today that the outfall method 
ot disposing of raw sewage 
has been outlawed in Britain. 

He made the statement 
foliowing an extended tour of 
England and Scotland. 

Ald. Baird's statement is in 
conflict with a British Medical 
Research Council White 
Paper which, as recently as 
three weeks ago, re-stated its 
tindings that outfalls were 
safe and did not.consititute a 
health hazard if taken far 
enough and deep enough into 
the sea. 

But Aki. Baird said that 
“being careful to choose those 
cities comparable in size and 
environment to Greater Vic- 
toria’” he found engineers 
virtually unanimous in their 
condemnation of the raw 
sewage outfall method of 
disposal. 

He said the cities where 
most useful facts were gath- 
ered were Londen; Coventry, 
Perth, Kirkcaldy and —Aber- 
deen. 

Kirkcaldy and Aberdeen are 
costal communities. Perth - is 
tsituated- on the-Firth of-Tay, 
20° miles from the coast.

Jungle Work

HALIFAX (CP) — Would 
you like to spend your vaca- 
tion in an isolated jungle 
camp, dping physical labor in 
hot; humid weather? 

Seven young Halifax men 
and women tried it, and had 
the time of their lives this 
summer, 

As volunteers in. the 
YMCA’s World Service pro- 
gram, the group went to 
Caracas, Venezuela, to reno- 
vate a camp for underprivi- 
leged children, The camp was 
two hours’ drive from Cara- 
cas at Santa Barbara Del 
Tuey. 

“Down there, we'd never 
tel! you it was fun, but looking 
back, it was like something in 
a book,” Paul Hamilton, 23- 
‘year-old history student at St. 
Mary’s University here said. 

Paul passed up two good 
summer jobs because of the 
travel and adventure prom- 
ised_by_the South American 
projects. He also figures he 
spent about $150 of his own 
money, though food, board 
and most travelling expenses 
were paid. 

The group of four men and 
_three—girls -spent—10—days—in 
the run-down camp, built 15 
Years ago by Presbyterian 
missionaries and not used for 
the last six years. 

The-men cleared the over- 
grown ‘recreation field with 
machetes, the broad, sharp 
knives used in cutting through 
jungle undergrowth; they 
fixed wiring and plumbing and 
mended leaking roofs and 
bunkhouses, while the girls 
whitewashed walls and 
ceilings. 

Robert Nauss, 20, an Insti- 
tute of Technology student, 
says he learned enough Span- 
ish “to get by” 
Venezuelan volunteers who 
also helped repair the camp. 

_ GROUP VARIED 

In the Halifax group were 
social worker, a teacher, @ 
policeman, a dental assistant, 
an X-ray technician and the 
two students. 

After a bard day’s work in 
the intense heat, which ‘both 
young students said they 
found almost unbearable at 
first, they were ready for bed 
at 7:30 p.m. a 

Some evenings they stayed 
up until nine, talking to their 

Venezuelan counterparts with 
the help of a Spanish-English 
dictionary, and singing. 

It was difficult to become 
acclimatized to the heat, the 
insects, the unaccustomed diet 
aml a whole new way of fife, 
Paul said. 

Insects were everywhere, 
and flies swarmed over cut- 
lery, china and food as the 
group ate their meals of black 
beans and rice, stews, mam 
goes, green bananas and corn 
‘on the cob. 

It was the wet season and it 
rained twice a day, but that 
was delightful. 

“We would stand-up-in the 
rain-with all our clothes on 
and cool off,’’ Paul recalled. 

After their work at the 
camp ended, the Presbyterian 
Church gave them a house in 
Caracas. for 10 days of 
sightseeing, and they hada 
holiday’ week in Trinidad 
before flying home. 

CAMP DEDICATED 

Before they, left Santa Bar- 
bara Del Tuey, 200 - people 
from a néarby village came to 

, the camp's, dedication. 

: “They were so appreciative 
ot what we'd done—that made 
it all worth while,"’ Bob Nauss 
said.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 
Wives Too Much 
For Great Leaders 


By BOB BOWMAN 


Champlain and Frontenac 
were two of Canada's greatest 
governors. They knew how to 
handle men, but their wives 
were too much for them! 
Helen Champlain, after whom 
St. Helen’s Island, the site of 
Expo ’67 was named, stayed 
in Quebec for only four years. 
Champlain mentioned her only 
twice in his diary: the day 
She arrived, andthe day she 
left! 

Frontenac,—_who_was._ap- 
-pointed Governor of Canada 
Sept. 12, 1672, served two 
terms -at Quebec and died 
there in 1698. His wife never 
came to Canada with him, but 
on his death he left instruc- 
tions that his heart should be 
cut out and sent to her in 
Paris. This was done. The 
heart was. encased in lead and 
sent to her, but Madame 
Frontenac refused to accept 
it. She said that he did not 
want a heart in death that 
had nevér been hers in life. So 
Frontenac’s heart was sent 
back to Quebec and replaced 
in his body which was buried 
in the crypt of the Recollets. 

France would have lost 
Canada long before 1763 if it 
had not been for Frontenac. 
One of the most colorful 
stories about him is when he 
repulsed an invasion by Wil- 
liam Phips in 1690. Supported 
by England (the name “Brit- 
ain” is used after 1707) Phips 
raised a force in New England 
and. arrived off Quebec with 
an armada of 32 ships. 

A lieutenant was sent on 
shore with a message to 
Frontenac demanding his sur- 
render. Frontenac had him 
blindftoided and rushed 
through the streets, climbing 


over obstacles, until he was 


breathless. The blindfold was 
removed when he arrived at 
the Citadel, and there Fron- 
tenac received him. Some of 
\the greatest men in ..the 
history. of French Canada 
were standing by his side: 
Jacques and Charles Le 
Moyne, de Ramesay, Suber- 
vease, Mantet, and Hertel 
among others. When Fron- 
temac read the message to 
surrender he said “I will 
reply by the mouths of my 
canon.” The messenger _was_ 
blindfolded again and rushed 
back to his ship. 

Phips did not have the 
military experience to cope 
with Frontenac and had to 
sail back to New England a 
few days later.

‘Mother Misses 
- Lost Pastry Cloth

A few weeks ago my mother gave me a shopping 
challenge that I never expected to meet. She asked me to 
find her an old-fashioned pastry cloth. She hoarded her old 
one from as far back as I can remember, folding it with 
care; washing it when necessary, doing everything she could 
to preserve it. But one day it disappeared. She looked for 
another for weeks before recruiting me for the search and I 
quickly found that her statement was correct. If there were 
any pastry cloths to be found in the city, they were hiding 
themselves well, Mother, meanwhile, was miserable. She 


finds substitutes undesirable. 


The pastry would stick to a 


board or to waxed paper no matter how thoroughly she 
floured the surface. Her whole pastry-making operation. was 
geared to a pastry cloth and she found it impossible to

-18 inches square, because on one edge there was a red rule 
“that started at-zero and went up in inches to 18. With this it 
is possible to measure a crust’s diameter almost exactly. If

It seems that we are likely 
to be as young, and no 
younger, than our arteries. 
When these are clogged and 
narrowed like rusty pipes, the 
Stage is set for heart attacks 
and strokes. We must depehd 
on these “pipes” to carry 
essential food and oxygen to 
all parts of the body and to 
remove waste materials. 

Vigorous exercise dilates 
the capillaries and increases 
the number of blood vessels in 
the. heart and muscles. It 
steps up the flow of blood to 
the muscles and to all organs. 
It is also thought to decrease 
fatty liquids in the blood. 

The great heart specialist, 
Dr. Paul Dudley White, has 
said that at least an hour of 
rapid walking, or similar 
exercise; is essential for best 
health. A 3% or four-mile 
walk, jogging or swimming or 
golf, any exércise which uses 
the leg muscles and 
circulation are hedpful. 


Jogging has become ex- 
tremely popular in the United 
States.

OTTAWA (CP) — Text of 
speech from the throne read 
by Governor-General Mich- 


ener at opening of Parliament 
Thursday. 

Honorable Members of the 
Senate: 

Members of the House of 
Commons: 

I have the honor to welcome 
you to the first session of the 
28th Parliament of Canada. 

Across the hand there are 
great éxpectations of what 
this Parliament will produce. 
My ministers recognize the 
responsibility for leadership 
which. these hopes entail. 

They are determined to do 
all that they can to carry out 
the mandate they received 
from the people of Canada in 
the recent general election. 

They recognize their duty to 
ensure that the wishes of Ca- 
nadians concerning their gov- 
ermment be fulfilled as 
quickly. and as completely as 
thé general advantage will 
allow. 

At the same time my gov- 
ernment is conscious that as- 
pirations and their realization 
have to be tempered by a 
sober awareness of reality. 


Take Time 


In the complexities of mod- 
erm society, effective pro- 
grams take time to develop 
and more time to implement. 

At ell stages they require fi- 
nancial and inteHectual re- 
sources which are not uniimit- 
ed and must be used--with 
careful planning and the hard 
judgment of priorities. 

It is a simple fact of life 
that everything cannot be 
done at once. 

My government has planned 
the legislative program of this 
first session fm the context of 
a Parliament of normal dura- 
tion 


To Set Priorities 


To make way for the consi- 
deration in later sessions of 
new programs that Ministers 
are already developing, it is 
proposed, during the current 
session, to elucidate priorities 
and to set in motion new poli- 
cies. 

Of equal importance, though 
of far less drama, Parliament 
will be asked to deal with a 
host of matters essential to 
the smooth and up-to-date 
functioning of government 
which were ‘not disposed of in 
“the; previous. Parliament. — 

My government considers 
that its first responsibility, 
and the first responsibility of 
this Parliament, is to clear 
the accumulation of essential 
legislative adjustments, im.« 
provements ami? moderniza- 
tions left over from the last 
Parliament. 

Unless they are cleared up 
promptly, efficient public ad- 
ministration and the effective 
operation of the Canadian 
economy and society will be 
hampered, 


Criticizes Rules 


My ministers believe that 
much of the delay and difficul- 
ty in the handling of partia- 
mentary business during re- 
cent years could have been 
avoided or reduced by the im- 
provement of parliamentary 
rules and procedures. 

It is their view that Cana- 
diansfeel that- Parliament-is 
too far removed from the peo- 
ple it serves; its operations 
are too slow and ponderous; 
its deliberations are often in- 
sufficiently informed and its 
decisions are too few and too 
much delayed. 

In order that parliamentary 
institutions “may retain the 
confidence of the people, and 
in order that they may cope 
successfully with the vast 
scope and complexity of gov- 
ermment today, it is essential 
that provision be made for 
legislative machinery that can 
act speedity on the large num- 


ber of varied, detailed and 
complicated Jegistative, finan- 
cial ‘and policy’ questions that 


will be the normal, and indeed 
the ‘growing perliamentary 
program of the future. 


Poverty Remains 


+ . » Poverty continues’ to 
exist in Canada. My govern- 
ment recognizes that, but it 
also believes that it would be 
deluding and cruel to pretend 
that there is-a simple, all-en- 
compassing or instanta- 
neously effective remedy. 

Poverty can be dealt with 
successfully and permanently 
only by continued and deter- 
mined action in-a variety of 
ways by all governments, 

For its part, Parliament can 
be ‘assured that the federal 
government” will contribute 
fully and assume leadership 
wherever it can properly do 
so. 

To this end, the proposais 
you will have for your consi- 
deration will include the es- 
tablishment of a department 
charged with the objective of 
ensuring that people in ali 
areas and regions of our coun- 
try have as equal access as 
possible to the opportunities of 
Canada’s. economic develop- 
ment. 


Other Elements Vital 


At the same time, there are 
other and broader elements 
vital to a just society, and my 
ministers feel that these must 
receive, dt this and in later 
sessions of Parliament, a de- 
gree of attention they have 
not had hitherto. 

Toward these ends, you wili 
be asked to enact important 
changes in the criminal law, 
to provide new protections for 
consumers and investors, to 
update food, drug and health 
legislation, to revise or amend 
legistation relating to the ma- 
chinery of justice, and to cor- 
rect a mumber of particular 
injustices, including those re- 
sulting from certain provi- 
sions of the Inustrial Rela- 
tions and Disputes Investiga- 
tion Act. 


Expect Reports 


During the course of the 
present session it is antici- 
pated that the government 
will receive reports from in- 
quiries with regard to labor 
legistation and veterans pen- 
sions, and it is the intention of 
my_ministers_to bring _ their 
proposals in these matters be« 
fore you as soon as possible. 

My _ government believes 
that the objective of a just so- 
ciety rnust always include the 
pursuit of a prosperous econ- 
omy as well as the fair distri. 
bution of its proceeds. 

Just as we have in the past 
tended, perhaps, to consider 
justice in our society largely 
in material terms, so we must 
recognize that there has been 
a tendency in Parliament and 
to some degree in government 
to concentrate on the distribu- 
tive aspects of our economy. 

In this course we have 
sometimes tended to neglect 
thode aspects that can affect 
the productivity of our coun- 
try, and hence the total provi- 
sion of economic well-being 
for our society, and its compe- 
titiveness in the changing con- 
ditions of the modern world. 

The natural resources of 
Canada and the industries 
based upon them continue to 
be of immense importance to 
our economy but the advan- 
tages of our great physical re- 
sources by themselves are no 
jonger_an adequate base for a 
growing and prosperous mod- 
ern economy. 


Even. Terms 


We shall increasingly have 
to compete on even terms 
with those countries of the 
world which are most ad- 
vanced technologically in the 
provision of the sophisticated 
products of modern life. 
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FINE OLD 


Unless Cariada can main- 
tain an economy that is effi- 
cient, competitive and produc- 
tive in relation to the most ad- 
vanced nations on earth, we 
cannot have the basis for a 
society from which poverty 
has been eliminated, we can- 
not maintain high levels of 
employment and income aod 
we cannot ensure the stand- 
ard of life to which Canadians 
generally aspire. 

It is against this back- 
ground, as well as with the 
consciousness that the inter- 
ests of all must be fairly bal- 
anced, that the government is 
approaching its policies and 
programs of an economic 
eharacter. 

In this same context, Par- 
liament will be asked during 
the present session to. consider 
proposals for a systematic 
and continuous review of 
prices and costs in our econ- 
omy. 

Just as incomes cannot in- 
crease faster than productiv- 
ity if price increases are to be 
restrained, so government 
spending by all levels of gov- 
ermment cannot increase 
faster than productivity if we 
wish to restrain the increase, 
in levels of taxation. 

These two realities are 
among the most important 
that Canadians and their lead- 
ers must bear in mind during 
the months and years ahead. 
Measures that you will have 
to consider relating- to the 
Kennedy Round reflect the 
outcome of a major interna- 
tional effort to reduce the bar- 
riers to international trade 
and emphasize the opportuni-
